EJJSOLUTION—By the Government of India, Department of Fiuance'^nd Commerce, 
V No. 96, dated Calcutta, the 7th January 1888. 

In accordance with the provisions of the Indian Securities Act XIII of 1886, the 
Governor-General in Council is pleased to make the following rules under section 14 of 
the Act:— 

1. Interest cages, showing the several half-years at which interest will accrue, shall 
be imprinted on the reverse of each new note issued, and payment shall be recorded by the 
stamp of the Disbursing Office, or by a manuscript entry, over the space apportioned to the 
half-year concerned. If payment be made at a Presideuov town, the recording entry shall 
show the Presidency and the fihte and number of the issuing warrant, which shall be in the 
form of a negotiable instrument payable to the holder's order. But if payment be made at 
a District Treasury, the recording entry shall show the name of the Treasury, the number 
borne by the payment voucher, and the date of payment; this entry shall be authenticated 
by the initials of the Treasury Officer, and the holder’s receipt shall be taken on the face of 
the payment voucher. If, however, the note be of the old form, and bear no interest cage, 
the holder's endorsement for interest will be required *00 the note itself, and payments will be 
authenticated by the Disbursing Officer under the endo’-sement as heretofore. 

2. Under the preceding rule, interest cages shall be imprinted, and (in the case of 
notes in the old form) holder's endorsements fur interest shall be written only on the back 
of the bote itself. 

5. If the note be of the old form and bear no interest cage, the holder's endorse¬ 
ment for interest should agree letter for letter with the name in the body of the note 
or in the transferring endorsement, as the case may be ; the usual signature niay be added 
below. 

4. An endorsement or receipt by a native female must be attested by the signatures 
of at least two respectable witnesses, who must attend before the Officer in charge of the 
TroiMury where interest is payable, and certify to the genuineness of the endorsement or 
receipt. 

6. Notice of any private trust in an endorsement or receipt £ >r interest is inadmissible. 

6. A note blank endorsed by the holder is not receivable at any Government Treasury 
or at the Public Debt Offices in the Presidency towns. The holder of any such security 
will therefore be required to specially endorse the same before submitting it for payment of 
interest. 

7. The holder of a note may be required to receipt the same for renewal in all or any 
of the following cases, that is to say—

1. A list of references of every descriptinn which are ripe for hearing and are pending 
before the Court itself, or before any of the officers of the Court, or any other Curomissione.r 
appointed to take aceounts or make inquiries, shall he published at such times and in such 
manner as the Judge ordinarily taking motions on the Original Side of the Court may from 
time to time determine. 

2. The printed cause list for each day shall oontaiu a list of the references liable to 
be heard on that day by the officers before whom such references arc pending. 

3. Such list of refercuees shall be divided into two yiarts—the first of such parts to 
consist of references of an urgent nature, or which cau be quickly concluded, and to be 
Bt> led “ List of urgent references the second part to consist of all other references, and to 
he styled’* List of ordinary rcferei-ccs.” 

4. Urgent references snail include the following ;— 

* Acconrts in mortgage suits. 

Sales by the Registrar. 

The settlement of proclamations of conditions of sale or of conveyances. 

Inquiries under KJction 207 of the (’ivil Procedure Code, or under section 90 of 
the Probate and Administration Act. 

li.qniries ns to w'hat would be proper to be allowed for maintenance or marriage 
expenses. 

Inquiries as to whether proposed terms of settlement would be for the benefit of 
a minor. 

Pefereucesas to the appointment of guardian and such other inquiries and references 
as may be detetmined by the Court or a Judge. 

5. Any Judge sitting on tiie Original Side may order any particular reference or 
inquiry to he taken as an urgent refereuee. Such order need not be made in Court, but may 
be made upon a representation made by the Registrar or other officer or Commissioner. 

6. No reference shall be ydaced iu the list of references for the day unless it be ripe 
for hearing. 

7. The Registrar or other officer shall, at the commencement of each daily sitting, 
hear applications with regard to pending references, and shall not hear any reference until 
such applieaiiona have been exhausted, hut no such application shall be made or heard on 
any day after the hearing of references have been commenced. 

8. The officer or Commissioner shall, on each day in the first place, bear in order the 

urgent references on his list for the nay, and shall then proceed to hear in order the 
ordinary references on nis list for the day. . . 

9. Each reference sliull, unless otherwise ordered by a Judge, be taken in its turn, and 
it shall be continued de die en diem until it be concluded. 

No references on the list ol causes for the day shall (without leave of the Court or a 
Judge) be postponed or adjourned except under circumstances which would justify the 
postpouemeut or adjournment of a cause. 1 he consent *of parties, or the convenience of 
Counsel or attorney, shall not of themselves be considered sufficient grounds for the post¬ 
ponement or adjournment of a rt ferenee or iuipiiry. 

10. Relcieuces not on ilie list of causes for the day can, at the discretion of the person 
to whom they haxo been referred, be postjioued or adjourned, but subject to the control 
or orders of the Judge taking motions on the Original Side. 

11. Any Judge silting on the Original Side may, hy an order in Court or in Chambers, 
postpone or adjourn any reference penning before himself or before any officer or Com¬ 
missioner. 
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12. When, in the opinion of the Judge taking motions on the Original Bide, it is 
necessaiy that some or all of the references pending before any officer of the Gonrt or 
Commiaaioner ahonld be heard by the Conrt itself, or by some other officer or Commiaaioner, 
such Judge may re*oaIl such references into Conrt, and any time make such order aa may 
be necessary for the purpose aforesaid, or if the parties should consent to an^ such change, 
he may make such order without re-calling the reference into Court. 

18. These rules are to be read with, and to form part of, the general rules of the 
Original Side.

The Calcutta Medical Collego Session, 1388'89, will commence on tho 23rd June next. 
Students who may be desirous of commencing their studies are requested to apply to the 
■Principal between the hours of 11 a.m. and 4 p.m. on or before that date. 

2. Ten free presentations will then be awarded. These are given to students according 
to their relative position in tbo University, B.A., B.L., and P A. Examinations, preference 
being given to those who have passed the highest examination. 

3. No person shall be enrolled as a matriculated student who has not previously passed 
the First Arts Examination of the Calcutta University, or a preliminary Arts Examination of 
the United Kingdom recognised by the British General Medical Council. 

4. All matriculated students of the College shall pay Bs. i 5 on entrance, Rs. 80 for 
the summer session on tJie 28rd June, and Rs. 80 for the winter session on Jsi November of 

®*°^^^omedan students are required to pay Bs. 16 on entrance and one-third fee, 

Rs. 10 per session. The remaining two-tnird fees are charged to the Moshin Fund. 

5. Any matriculated student of the College may, with the permission of the Principal 
and the Professor of the subject, attend oonrses of lectures or departments of hospital practice 
in addition to the fall curriculum foT the year, and shall be entitled to certificates of atten- 
donoe at such extra lectures, if the Professor is satisfied that he or she has really studied the 
Bubjeot.

As we are frequently called upon to make available for employment in the Colonies the 
services of officers on the active list of our Indian Forest Service, whom we cannot spare with¬ 
out inconvenience, especially as we have to meet similar requisitions in India from the Chiefs 
of Native States, it has occurred to us to suggest that Dr. Sclilich, Inspector-Geueral of

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6. Aq aanual charge of 188/. ii made fur each atudent. which must be paid in advance 
to the Bank of England in three aama of 61/. per term. Receivable orders, wicn full directions 
tia tn the mode of payment, will be forwarded from the India Office to the parents or 
guardians shortly before the fees fall due. A student will not be allowei^ig^to residence 
until his fee has been paid, 

6. A deposit of 6/. is required to be paid by each student on admission to the College, 
as caution money, to cover charges incurred by him for damage to books, instruments, &c., 
or any College bills outstanding on leaving the College. Any balance over and above such 
citarges will be repaid. This deposit is to be paid with the fee for the first term, making the 
total payment on that occasion 66/. 

7. The foregoing payments cover all charges for tuition, board according to the College 
tariff, lodging with washing, and ordinary medical attendance while in residence at the 
College. \Vhen on tonr and during the course of practical instruction, whether in Great 
Britain, or on the Oontinent, ett^ student receives an allowance of 10s. per day in lieu of 
board, lodging, and washing, and the Secretary of State also defrays the travelling expenses 
of the students, fees to local Forest Officers, &c. 

Students are required to provide their own class books and drawing instruments. Draw¬ 
ing paper, drawing boards, and surveying instruments are provided by the College. 

8. The prescribed course of study at the College extends at present over a period of 
two years, divided into six terms, and comprises the follbwing subjeots :— 

{a) Mathematics, including Logarithms and Trigonometry. 

(A) Applied Mathematics, following the ordinary course for Engineering students. 

(c) Surveying, the course being the same as that laid down for Engineering 

students. 

(d) Descriptive Engineering, co nprising a knowledge of the materials used in con¬ 

struction and road-making. 

(e) Geometrical Drawing. 

(f\ Freehand Drawing. 

(y) Accounts. 

(A) French or German. 

(t) Physics (Theoretical and Practical). 

(ij Geology and Mineralogy. 

(/) Botany, including Anatomy, Physiology, Systematic Botany, and Pathology, 

with demonstrations in the laboratory, field, and at the Boyal Botanic 

Gardens at Kew. 

(m) Entomology, preceded by an introduction to General Zoology. 

(n) Forestry in all its branches, with demonstrations in the museum, in adjoining 

woodlands, and more distant forests. 

(o) Practical course in Forestry, extending over about four months, in * suitable 

forests in Great Britain and on the Continent. 

9. Every student will bq required to exhibit due diligence in his studies throughout the 
course, and to give evidence of satisfactory progress, failing which, or in the event of serious 
personal misconduct, he will not be allowed to remain at the College. 

10. During the course of study, the proficiency of the students will be tested by perio¬ 
dical examinations, and on the termination of their studies there will be a final examination. 

11. The subjeuts enumerated ju paragraph 8 are grouped in certain main branches of 
study, and a 6xcd minimum of qualiftcation is required in each branch, as well as a certain 
tninimutn for all branches taken together. Students who obtain these minima will receive 
the College diploma in Forestry. 

12. The candidates who have obtained the abovementioned diploma, provided they are 
found to be of sound constitution and free from physical defects which would render them 
unsuitable for employment, the final decision on which point will rest with the Secretary of 
State for India, will be nominated Junior Assistant Conservators in the Forest D<iipartment 
of India, ranking in seniority in the service, and choosing the provinces in which they desire 
to be first employed, according to the results of the examinations. But this choice can only 
be exercised according to the available vacancies in the different provinceo, and on the under¬ 
standing that officers are at all times liable to be transferred from on^ province to another at 
the pleasure of the Government of India. 

13. Within a month of his nomination as Junior Assistant Conservator, each nominee 
must 8tu:n articles of agreement describing the terms and conditions of his appointment. 

He must embark for India when required to do so by the Secretary of State, and will be 
provided witfi a free passage. Failure to embark at the stated time will lead to forfeiture of 
appointment. 

14. 11m pay of a Junior Assistant Conservator of Forests (which is at present Rs, 2S0 
per mensem) will commence from the. date of arrival in India. 

15. Promotion, leave, and pension will be regulated by the rules of the Service for the 
time being. 

16. Every candidate, before proceeding to India, will be required to furnish to the 
President of the Culh ge satisfactory evidence of his competpntiy in riding. 
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17. Ohemioal, physical, and botanical lalMratories, a forestry mnseam^ a librasy, and 
gymnasium are attached to the Oollege. Means are also provided for the practice of photo, 
graphy. Students making use of the laboratories are supplied with the needful apparatus. 

18. The responsibility for the discipline and management of the Oollege and for the 

superintendence of the studies is vested in the President, under the general control df the 
Secretary of State for India. . 

19. The students are distributed in divisions, under personal charge of one of the Pro¬ 
fessors or Instructors selected by the President, such tutor being responsible for exercising 
the proper degree of personal supervision over each student in his division, and fur conduct¬ 
ing necessary correspondence with the student’s parents or guardians. 

SO. Each student residing in the College is provided with a separate room, and with 
fuel and light ; also with the necessary attendance. Furniture and bedding are supplied by 
the College, but each student is required to provide bis owu towels and bed linen. Meals 
are taken in hall. Wine and beer are not included in the ordinary fare, but can be obtained 
from the College cellar at fixed prices. 

21. A chapel is attached to the College, which the students residing in the College are 
expected to attend, unless specially exempted at the wish of their parents or guardians. 

22. Every student will be required to go through a course of gymnastics and also of 
military exercises, including the use of the rifle. 

23. Students are required to wear academical dress, under such regulations as may be 
prescribed from time to time. 


Students not nominated for the Indian Forest Service, but desirous of obtaining a Diploma in 

Forestry from Cooper’s Hill College. 

24. Students not nominated for the Indian Forest Service may be received into the 
College, as far as the available accommodation permits. Such students may pass through thh 
course of instruction prescribed far the nominees of the Indian Forest Service, as detailed 
above, or they may be permitted to participate in the iiiscructiou given in certain subject 
only. On attaining the prescribed minima of marks in the several branches of study and in 
totals as laid down above, they will receive, as the case may require, either the College 
Diploma in Forestry or special certificates showing in what subjects they have followed the 
instruction and with what result. 

25. Candidates who desire to be admitted under paragraph 24 may submit the necesenry 
application at any time, hut not later than the 15th day of June of the year named for admis¬ 
sion, except with the special permission of the President. The application must be made on 
the prescribed forms, which can be obtained from the Secretary of the Collese. 

26. Candidates whose applications are found satisfactory as to character and in 
other respects will be required to undergo an examination, to be held at the College, about 
the last week in June of the year for admission. The examination will bo in the subjects 
mentioned under paragraph 2 (d) (or certain portions of them, as the case may require;, in so 
far tis it is necessary to ascertain whether the candidate is qualified ta follow the course of 
instruction with advantage (or certain parts of it, as the ease may be). Candidates who do 
not come up to the required standard will not he admitted to the College. 

The President may dispense with the whole or any portion of this examination in the 
case of a candidate who produces an university diploma, or other similar certificates granted 
by a recognised examining body, 

27. Candidates admitted to the College under paragraph 24, who propose to pass through 
the full prescribed course of study, will be required to pay the same fees in every respect "as 
those paid by the nominees for the India Forest Service, (landidates who do not become 
resident, and are admitted only to certain subjects of.study, will be requiretl to pay the fees 
which may be fixed in each succial case in cunsiderstion of the extent of their studies. The 
candidates of both classes will be required to abide by the general rules of the College.

RULES UNDER SECTION 22, ACT I (B.C.) OP 1885, FOR THE DISTRICT OP 

SHAHABAD. 

S,ult 1.—All private ferries shall be registered in the office of the Magistrate of the dis¬ 
trict, and particulars under the following beads shall be entered in the application for regis¬ 
tration :— 

(a). Name of the ferry and names of the villages and tbana in which, and the 
river across which, it is situated. 

(5). The number and description of the boats to be maintained, and the strength of 
the crew to be employed on each. 

(e). The maximum number of passeugers, auimals, vebicles, and bulk or weight 
of goods to be carried by each boat. 

(d). The periods or season during which the ferry is to be plied every year. 

Buie 2.—Before a private ferry is registered, the Magistrate shall satisfy himself that the 
statements coutained in the application are correct. 

Buie 8.—If the proprietor of any private ferry shall not Apply, as required by Rule 1, 
for its registration within three months from the publication of these rules, the Magistrate of 
the district may serve upon him a written notice requiring him to furnish the particulars 
stated in Rule 1 within a stated period of not less than one month; and any proprietor on 
whom such a notice has been served in respect of any ferry shall not maintain the aame, 
or allow it to be maintained, after the expiry of the period fixed in such notice, unless the 
partioulars required by Rule 1 shall have been furuisbed to the Magistrate as ordered.

ij) each ether partirmlars as the Magiatrate shall consider necessary. 

copy of the advertisement, and of the Buies and the Form of agreement 
reqnired to be executed under seotion 9 of the Act, aball be posted up in a conspicuoua plaou 
in the Magistrate's offioe, and shall be duly notified on the day of the auction. 

Rule 8.—On the day of the anotion the lessee, to whom the ferry has been knocked down, 
shall deposit 25 per rent, of the amount of bid asaeourity for the due fulfilment by him of the 
conditions of his lease.

If full stamp-duty at the highest rate chargeable 
in respect of aa original policy has once been paid, then the receipt evidencing the re¬ 
newal will, if it acknowledges the payment of more than twenty rupees, be chargeable 
with stamp-duty of one anna only under Act I, 1879, Schedule I, article 52.

REGULATIONS UNDER PUBLIC HE/^LTH AOTr*' 


Rejecting the Introduction of AnimaU from all places beyond the limits of the Atutralian 

Colonies and New Zealand. 


At the Executive Council Office^ Adelaide, October 26th, 1887. 

Present— 

Bis Excellency the Governor. 

The Boo. the Premier.

Whbbbab by the Public Health Act, the Oovemor in Conncil is empower«'d to 
fnahe such orders as may seem to be necessary for the purpose of prohibiting or regulating 
the introduction into this prt)vince from any country or colony (in which respectively anjr. 
disease in sheep, cattle, swine, or othef animals of the same or any other kind or kinds 
whatsoever is known to ekist) of all sheep, cattle, swine, or other animals of the same or 
any other kind of kinds whatsoever: and whereas varions diseases in camels and other 
animals are known to exist in places beyond the limits of the Anstralian colonies and 
New Zealand ; and whereas it is desirable to regulate the introduction into the province 
from those countries of camels and other animals mentioned in the schedule hereto, and 
alee of such other animals as the Governor shall, by notice in the Government Gazette, 
declare the undermentioned regulations, or any of them, to apply to : now therefore I, 
the Governor aforesaid, in pursuance of the powers vested in me by the abovementioned 
Aot, and of all other powers and authorities me hereunto enabling, and with the advice 
of tbe Exscntive Council of the said province, do order that the regulations and orders 
hereinafter set forth for regulating the introduction into the province from places beyond 
* thf limits of the Australian colonies and New Zealand of camels, deer, antelope and goats, 
and such other animals as the Governor shall, by notice in the Government Gazette, declare 
these regulations, cr any of them, to apply to, shall be forthwith published in the Govern, 
ment Gazette, 'and from the date of such publication shall have the force and effect of 
law within the province.' , 


THE SCHEDULE REFEREED TO. 

Orders regulating the Introduction of Animals from all places beyond the limits of the 

Australian Colonies and 2few Zealand. 

OitiMeR 1. In the interpretation of these regulations, the following words in inrerted 
oetiiiiias shall have the following meanings: — 

** Animal " shall mean camels, deer, antelope, goats, of every age and sex, and 
such other animals as the Governor shall from time to time, by notice in 
the Government Gazette, declare these regulations, or any of them, to 
apply to; 

Hastroy shall mean kill and burn, so that the carcase be consumed, or kill and 
bury at least twelve inches under the surface, of the ground, or throw 
overboard at sea: 

** Xsapcctor'' shall mean the Ohief-Inspector, or any Inspector of sheep appointed 
under Act No. 19 of 1869, and any person authorised in writing by the 
Honorable the Commissioner of Crown Lands and Immigration to act as 
an Inspector under these regulations: 

*• shall include farms, pasturage, paddocks, enclosures, yards, stables, and 

buildings: 

** Disease ** shall mean any of the diseases known as foot-aud-mooth disease, 
rinder^st, tuberculosis, scabies, hce, and any other disease in any animal 
wfaioh the Governor may hereafter, by notice in the Government Gasette, 
declare to be infectious or contagious: 

*' Owner '* or " Consignee " shall include aoy person harving the custody or right 
to dispose of any animal, fodder, or fittings, whether for his own benefit, 
or for that of any other person : ' 

Fittings " alialL mean any pens, boxes, any materials used for penning, yarding, 
or oonAning antetsls, baiters, brushes, clothes, buckets, and other articles 
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whatever which may have been beoaght into oantaot witlt any other 
anianah and alao any wool or hair taken &oaa, aud any " vff t. r w l e d- by, 
any animal: 

** Fodder" shall inean any food or bedding used, or which hare, been bvoiuht 

into contact with any animal: 

'• Quarantine ground " shall mean any land or vessel now or hereafter to be defined 
by the Qovernor, by proclamation in the Government Gazette, as a qaarmo- 
tine ground or place for the reception and keeping of animals, and also any 
land to which any Inspector shall direct the removal of any animal : ^ 

And in every case where the plural number is tised, the singular number shall be 
included, and v»ee verad, 

Obdbr 2. The Captaiu, or Master, or Agent of any vessel with any animal on board 
shall, within twenty-four hours after arrival at the port of Fort Adelaide, give notice in 
writing to the Chief Inspector of sheep at Adelaide (or if at any other port m tlie province 
of South Australia, then to the nearest Inspector) of the arrival • f such animals, and 
stating their description and number. The Captain or Master shall also forward to the 
Chief Inspector, or Inspector, a declaration as to the health of the animals on board his 
vessel during the voyage as in schedule A. 

Order 3. All dear, antelope, and goats, if ou inspection by an Inspector are certi¬ 
fied free from disease, shall be removed to the Zoological Gardens, Adelaide, and there 
pressed as directed by the Chief Inspector of sheep, and shall be detained there for not 
less than 120 days. 

Qrdrb 4. All animals on board any such vessel shall forthwith be examined by 
the Government veterinary surgeon, or such veterinary surgeon as the Chief Inspector 
^all appoint, and may be washed or disinfected in such manner aa the Chief Inspector 
shall direct; aud an Inspector shall, if such animals are certified free from disease, grant 
a permit that such animals, or such of them as he may in such permit specify, be lauded, 
and no animal of any description shall be landed until such permit shall have been 
granted. 

Order 5. Any animal suffering from '* foot and mouth" or rinderpest shall be 
destroyed. 

Order 6. All camels arriving by sea into the province shall be landed under the 
supervisiou of an Inspector, and shall forthwith be removed by the owner or conaignee 
thereof to such land as shall be directed by the said luspeotor, there to be kept in Strict 
quarantine for 120 days, and to be there dressed and treated in such manner as the Inspec¬ 
tor shall direct; and should such camels not develop or show scabies, lice, or any conta¬ 
gious or infectious disease at the expiration of the said 120 days, the said camels may 
be released by an Inspector from quarantine; but should any camel develop or show 
any signs of any contagious or infectious disease, then the said camel or camels shall at the 
expense of the owner or consignee thereof, be detained and treated for such further 
period as the Inspector may deem necessary to enable him to certify them as free from 
disease. 

Order 7. Any ship named, or any land defined by proclamation in the Government 
Gazette as a quarantine station for animals, shall be a quarantine grouud for the purpose of 
these regulations; and any land to which an Inspecor shall direct any owner or con¬ 
aignee to remove any camels for the purpose uf being dressed or treated for scabies. Use, or 
any skin disease, shall be a quarantine ground for the purpose of these regulations ; and 
any ship named or any land defined as a quarantine station, and any land used as a Quaran¬ 
tine ground, shall be under the control of the Chief Inspector of sheep. 

Order 8 . ^o animal shall be removed from a quarantind ground without a permit, 
to be obtained from an Inspector, and the Chief Inspector may, in auy case, cancel, suspend, 
or refuse the granting of any permit to remove any animal from a quarantine ground until 
the same shall have been examined by a duly qualified veterinary surgeon, and certified by 
him .to be free from disease. 

Obdsk 9. All animals landed from any vessel or removed to or from a quarantine 
ground without a permit from an Inspector, and all animals not removed from a quarantine 
ground within twenty-four hours after an Inspector shall have granted a permit for their 
lemovAl, may be sold or destroyed under order of the Commissioner of Grown Lands aud 
immigration. 

Obdrb 10. All • fodder on board of any vessel conveying animals to the province, and 
all fittings uaed in connection with snoh animals, or any of them, shall be disinfected and 
cleansed by the owner or consignee in such manner as an Inspector shall direct, or shall, 
if the Chief Inspector deem it advisable and ao order, be destroyed by the owner 6r con¬ 
aignee; and on neglect by the owner or consignee so to do, may be destroyed by order of 
an Inspector. 

Obdeb 11. No compensation or claim shall be allowed or payable to any person 
whateror for any annual, fodder, or fittings sold or destroyed under these regulations. 

Order 12 All animals un board .of any vessel for the use of the passengers or crew 
wmey, ar, if the Chief Inspector so or^r, ehall, be removed by the owner in' suob manner, 
and to,such quarantine ground, as the Chief Inspeotor shall direct, and ba thetsp kept 
antk afsael is about to laara when the same may, under an Inapeoior's permit, be. 

re-shipped. . ^ 
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Obdkr '18. AU «xpeiiM« of landinsf, removing to, maintaining, and keeping in 
quarantine, and of diuofeeting or otbervriae treating any animal, and all expenses in 
connection therewith, shall be paid by the owner or consignee of such animal to an 
Inspector, upon demand, and before such animal shall be removed from quarantine. 

Order 14. All expenses of destroying any animal, or of disinfecting or destroying 
any fodder or fittings, shall be paid by the owner or consignee thereof to any Inspector 
upon demand. 

Obdbb 16. No skin, born, or hoof of any animal which has died on board shall 
be landed from any vessel, except for the purpose of being destroyed under order of an 
Inspector. 

Order 16. Any Inspector may at any time r.-quire the owner or consignee of any 
animal or fittings to deposit with him such sum of money as shall be deemed by snch 
Inspector sufficient to pav all the expenses of inspection, maintenance, disinfection, 
medicine, attendance, housmg, transhipment, or conveyance to or from the quarantine 
ground of snch animal or fittings respectively, of disinresting the vessel or conveyance 
in which such animal or fittings shall have been conveyed to the province, or to or frond 
a quarantine ground, veterinary Surgeon’s fees for inspection, and all costs, charges, and 
expenses of every description in connectioa 'with or attendant upon the introduction of 
any animal or fittings; and such sum of money shall be payable to the Inspector requiring 
the deposit thereof upon demand by him. • 

OaDER 17. Every person who shall touch, handle, examine, or inspect or come in 
contact with any animal suffering from foot-and-mouth disease on any vessel prior to its 
being landed, or who shall touch or come into contact with any fittings or fodder on any 
vessel, shall disinfect his clothes, or have his clothes disinfected in such manner as an 
Inspector may direct. 

Ordrb 18. No person shall enter or leave a quarantine ground without the permission 
of an Inspector, and every person who shall enter a quarantine ground shall clothe himself 
in such manner as shall be directed by an Inspector, and shall before leaving the quaran. 
tine ground, d'sinfect himself and his clothes in such manner as an Inspector shall 
direct. 

Order 19. Any animal which shall be first imported into New Zealand, or any of the 
Australian Oulonies, and shall be introiuoed from any such colonies into South Australia, 
■hall be treated in idl things as an animal intended to be introduced under these regulations ; 
and the owner or consignee shall produce and give to the Inspector a certificate of the healtu 
of such animals, signed by an Inspector for the colony in which any such animals shall have 
.been landed, stating also the treatment, if any, which such animal shall have received. 

Order 20. Every CRptain or Master of any vessel who shall land, or attempt to land, 
or permit or suffer to be landed, any animal or any fitting of any description used in 
connection with any animal, or who shall remove, or attempt to remove, or permit or suffer 
to be removed, from or to his vessel to or from any other vessel whilst in any port in the 
Province, any animal, fodder, or fittings, without a permit for such landing or removal from 
an Inspector first had and obtained, shall, for every such offence, forfeit and pay a penalty 
of not less than d£10 and no<. more than d£50. 

Order 21. Every owner, consignee, or person who shall land, or attempt to land, or 
assist or be in any way concerned in landing or attempting to land, any animal or fittings 
from any vessel before a permit shall have ^en obtained from an Inspector for that purpose, 
or who shall remove, or attempt tu remove or assist or be in any way concerned in removing 
or attempting to remove, any animal or fittings from a quarantine ground without a permit 
from an Inspector authorisiug such removal first bad and obtained, or who shall neglect to * 
remove any animal from quarantine within twenty-four hours after an Inspector shall have 
given a permit for its removal, or who shall refuse or neglect forthwith to obey any requisi¬ 
tion, order, or direction under these regulations or any of them of any Inspector, or who 
■hall enter or leave any quarantine ground without the permission of an Inspector, or shall 
obstruct or binder any Inspector in the execution of any of his duties or powers under these 
regulations, shall forfeit and pay fur every such offence a penalty of not less than jSIO nor 
more than £50. 

Order 22. Every person who, being thereunto required by these regulations, shall 
neglect to forward declaration as required in order 2 to the Chief Inspe otor of sheep, 
at Adelaide, within twenty-four hours of the arrival of any animal at the port of Port 
Adelaide, or if at any other port in the province of South Australia, then to the nearest 
Inspector, or who shall neglect to give notice of their arrival piirshant to the second of 
these regulations ; and every person who shall land, or attempt to land, or permit to be 
landed, or be concerned in lauding, or attempting to land, any fodder, or the skin, horn, 
or hoof of any aniinal which died on board of any vessel, shadl forfeit and pay for every 
such offence a penalty of not lesa than jglO nor more than £50. 

Order 23. Every person who shall touch, or handle, or place himself in contact • 
with any animal, fodder, or fittings, contrary to the nineteenth of these regulations, shall, 
for every such offence, forfeit and pay a penalty of £5. 

Ordrb 24. Every person being thereunto liable^ who sball neglect or. refnse to par 
on demaud by an Inspector the cost of'all expenses incurred under these regulations, shalC 
for every day during which such neglect or refusal shall continue forfeit and pay a penalty

SUPPLY BILLS. 

Noticx is hereby given that supply bills for sums of Bs. 600 and above in even rupees 
are hsually obtainable on the treasuries named below at the rates of premium shewn. 

Any person desiring to obtain a supply bill should send to the Bank of Bengal, 
Calcutta, a written application containing the following information—(1) his own name and 
address ; (2) the name of the person to whom payment is to be made; (3) the treasury 
on which the bill is to be granted j and (4) the amount for which the bill is to be granted. 
With this application the cost of the bill (^he amount plus the premium) should be paid 
into the Bank.

The Bank of Bengal will be advised by the Acconutant-General on the Ist and 16th 
of esoh. month of the amonnts available at the several treasuries, and will receive the 
amounts tendered by the first comers till those amounts are exhausted. 

If the Bank refuses to receive any sum tendered owipg to the amount not being avail¬ 
able at the treasury, tlje application will be retained by the Bank and forwarded by it to the 
Aboountant-General, wb6 will advise the Bank and the applicant if the amount can be made 
availablo.

any salt mana'aomred bythe lioemee remsine in atore iti any Salt’Stote, 

<tfae Keensee ahall, if teqnired, pay into .sauh Government treaanry or sob- 
tovasory as tbe Aaewtent 'demmissioner ahull appoint, each •uai<ae tbe 
Assistant CoeamisilioBer shell pcesrWibe on'acenant of the cost of .t}ie 
.guardiirg esubliahiqUHts maintained by Government at each Salt'Wotks 
-’orSalt Store; . 

provided that, when' tbe> Salt Works -df two or more lieeneem •are no eitaated 
that they nap'bfr’effimtivOly.enpervised’hy a-single estehliahaoebt, or tbat^ 
^beo 'two or more Ueensees'Stew tbieiraalt^ia'* raagleSidtBtesie^bae* 
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Mtabliflhinent only may be employed for tbe CToarding of atioh Salt Works 
or Salt Store, os the cose may be. and that the cost of it shall be recovered 
from the several liceneeea in snob proportioos as tbe Aaeistaat Oommis* 
aioner mhy direct. 

Provided also that if, after the expiry, of the license, ^^hall ho fonnd that 
tbe cost (the preecribed peneionary and leave allowance contributions in» 
eluded) of tbe Government guarding establishments actually employed at 
■ the Salt Worlrs and Salt Store during tbe period of tbe currency of the 
license, or the licensee's proportion of suoh cost, as the case may be, has 
not exceeded five per centum of the revenue derived by Government 
daring such period from tbe levy of duty on salt manufactured in tbe 
licensee’s Salt Works and issued from the Salt Store for coneumption on 
payment of duty, the whole amount of tbe monthly sums paid as afore¬ 
said shall be refunded to the licensee; and that, if eueb cost or proportion 
tbea^f hae exceeded five per centum of such revenue, in that case five 
per centum of euch revenue shall be returned, 
iv.—Ko alteration shall be made in tbe pans, wells, or other plant of tbe Salt Work as 
existing at the date of tbe license without written sanction from tbe Salt. 
Revenue OflBcer in charge of tbe Circle. 

V.—Any wilful breach of the conditions of his license by tbe licensee, or by bis servants 
with hiA connivance and privity, or by bis heirs, administrators or assigns, 
shall entail forfeiture or suspension of the license at the discretion of tbe 
Assistant Commissioner in addition to any penalty which may by law be 
imposed for such breach. 

vi.—All salt remaining in any Salt Work, the license to manufacture salt at which has 
been cancelled or suspended, shall be stored in tbe appointed place within 
fifteen days of the date of sneb cancelment or suspension; and all salt manu¬ 
factured in any such Salt Work, which shall be in store at such date or shall 
subsequently be brouglitinto store as hereinbefore provided, shall he removed on 
payment of duty within .>=ix months of such date. The Assistant Oommissioner 
may cause any salt which may not be so stored after such period of fifteen days 
or which may remain in store after the expiry of such period of six months, to 
be stored, or to be put up to auction, and sold if the price offered be equal to the 
excise duty leviable thereon, as the case may be. If the Assistant Comirissioner 
shall cause such salt to bo stored, the cost of such storage, including the 
expenses of transport, if any, shall be recovered from the licensee. If such 
salt bo so sold, und if the price lid be less than tbe excise duty leviable thereon, 
tbe Assistant Commissioner may cause tbe sale to be destroyed in such manner 
as he shall think fit. 

Such liceosoB sbalLalso be subject to such further conditions as tbe Assistant Commis¬ 
sioner may from time to time prescribe for the protection of the Govern¬ 
ment revenue. 

5. The licensee shall commence and close manufacture within such dates ns may be pre- 
■oribed by the Assistant Commissioner, and shall at the commencement of each manufadturing 
season intimate in writing to the ofBcer in charge of the Circle tbe number and extent of the 
pans which be intends to work in that scaron. 

6 . The licensee shall fence in the place of manufacture and the drying-grounds, and shall 
keep tbe fences in a proper state of repair to the satisfaction of the Assistant Commissioner, 
and shall refrain from injuring the same by entering or leaving the works by other than the 
authorised pathways, rermisaiun will not be granted to commeuce manufacture in any year 
unless and until this condition is complied with. 

7. All salt scraped shall be removed to the drying-ground before sunset of the same day, 
TheofBloer in charge of the Works may order all salt not so removed to be destroyed in such 
manner as he shall deem fit. 

8 . Salt removed to the drying-ground shall be kept there only in suoh places as may 'be 
directed by tbe officer in charge of tbe Works. 

9. linleBB in the ease of floods, or from other unavoidable necessity, salt shall be moved 

^rom the drying-grounds only to the Salt Store, and to tbe Salt Store only for the purpose 
of storage after permission to store has been obtained, at such times and in such quantities as 
may be ordered by the officer in charge of the Works. ’ 

10. In all cases in which be may consider it necessary for the protection of the revenue, 
the Assistant Commissioner may direct that no salt shall be moved trom tbe drying-groands 
to the Salt Store except in sealed bags, into each of which an equal weight or quantity 
of salt shall be placed, and nnder a written pass fro^m tbe Salt Revenue Officer in charge of 
tbe Works. Such pass shall specify the name of the m'anufaotarer, the number of his 1 iwf>nse ^ 
the route by which the salt is to be transported, the number of bags, and the date on which the 
pass is granted. A copy of every such pass shall be forwarded by the officer granting it to the 
Assistant Commissioner. All salt removed under suoh pass shall be weighed or estimated by 
measurement previous to such removal'by the Salt Revenue establishments, Tbe bags shall 
be sewn on the inside and sealed in such manner as tfio Assistant Qommissioner may from 
time to time prescribe, and shall be conveyed direst .and without unnecessary delay from the 
Works to the Salt St .ire by the route preecribed in the pass, which shall be delivered for

11. If the whole or any poition of a ponsignment oE salt despatched from the Works to 
the Salt Store be not delivered at the Salt Store within the time mentioned in the pas8« nr 
if any bag or bags comprised in any such consignment be fonnd, on arrival at the Sait 
Store and on inspection by the officer in charge thereof, to have been tampered with by 
remoyal of the seal or seals, or in any other manner, the licensee shall, on demand in writing, 
pay to the Assistant Commissioner enhanced duty on the said consignment, pr on the portion 
thereof which has not been so delivered, or on the salt contained, at the time of their despatch 
from the Works, in the bog or bags so tempered wiih, as the case may be, at such rate as the 
Assistant Commissioner shall direct, not being more than double the rate for the time being 
imposed rule under section 7(a) of the Act on salt manufactured in the Orissa Division ; and 
shall also, if so reqnired, forthwith remove from the Salt Store the said consignment or portion 
thereof, if subsequently received at t>ie Salt Store, or the bag or ba<rB b;> tampered with, as the 
case may be. Any such consignment or portion thereof, if subsequentK- received at the Salt 
Store, or bag or bags appearing to have been tampered with, may be detained by the officer in 
charge of the Salt Store pending the orders of the Assietant (3ommis>‘ioaer. X£ the owner of 
any such consignment, &c., as aforesaid shall refuse to pay enhanced duty as aforesaid, or if ho - 
shall fail or neglect so to pay within seven days after the receipt of demand, the Assistant 
Commissioner may soli the whole or any part of such oonsignment, if subsequently received at 
the Salt Store, in such manner and at such time and place as he may think fit, and may credit 
the proceeds to Government. Before a demand for enhanced duty is made on a licensee under 
this »ule, the Assistant Commissioner must be satisfied that an ofEenoe under section 9 of the 
Ac!t has been committed, and, where the salt exceeds five seers ia weight, he must make the 
report required by section IS. 

Provided always that no such demand for the payment of enhanced duty as aforesaid sh.til 
be made if the owner of any such consignment as aforesaid shall satisfy the As.-iisrant Commis¬ 
sioner or his official superior that the failure to deliver the said consignment or any part thereof 
at the Salt Store within the time specified in the pass, or that the removal of the seal or seals 
from a bag or bags, or oilier appearance of tampering with a bag or bugs, was due to stress of 
weather or to accidents ocourring to the boats or vehicles used in the transport of such consign- 
xnent, or to other unavoidable cause beyond his power of control. 

12. If the officer in charge of the Salt Store be satisGed that salt delivered to him has 
been transported according to rule and to the oouditions of the pass, if the salt has been 
removed from the Salt Works under pass, he shall permit the licensee to store the salt. 

IS. The salt shall be stored in such places and in such manner as the Assistant Com- 
ntissioner may from time to time authorize and direct by the servants and at the expense of tfiu 
licensee. 

14. All salt shall be stored within forty-five days of the date on which it was mude^ and 
wilhin thirty days of the date fixed for the closing of manufacture. 

15. The Assistant Commissioner may extend the above period of forty-five days and 
thirty days respectively in case storage should be unavoidably delayed by rain or by any other 
sufficient cuuBc. 

16. If a licensee shall fail to store his salt within the periods above prescribed, the officer 
in charge of the Circle shall take such steps as he may consider necessary fur its storage ; and 
the cost of such storage shall be recovered from the licensee. 

17. No salt so stored shall he permitted to be removeej'-from the Store on sale and pay¬ 
ment of duty until the cust ut such storage has been paid by, nr has been recovered from, such 
licensee. 

18. The offii er in charge of the Circle may refuse to allow the storage of salt which- he 
considers to be ineufficienily dried lor storage. 

19. All salt shall be weighed inte store under the supervision and diieciions of a Salt 
Revenue Officer of such rank as the Assistant Commissioner shall appoint. Thu huildiiigs in 
which storage is made shall be previously approved by the Assistant Commissioner, and shall 
he divided into compartments in such manner as he shall direct.' In each such compirtment, 
BO long as so much salt shall he available for storage, an equal weight of sob, not being less 
than five hundred maunds, shall be stored. No additional storage will, he allowed in any com¬ 
partment from the salt contained in which any removals may have been made, except after the 
re-welghment of the remainder of the salt and before the resainptiou of removals from anch 
remainder. 

20. The licensee shall keep in a proper state of repair, to the satisfaction of the Assistant 

Commissioner, nil buildings used for the storage of bis salt. If he shall fail to begin any 
repairs which the Assistant Commissioner may order him to make within ten days of the receipt • 
of a written uotioe from the Assistanf Commissioner directing him to make suoh repairs, or 
shall fail to complete any such repairs within the time specified in such notice, the Assistant 
Commissioner may proceed to have such repairs executed, and may recover the cost thereof 
from the licensee. *. . . 

ei. 'i*he licensee shall provide and maintain auitabla and seonre fastenings to the buildings 
in wbiob the salt is stored, to the satisfaotion of the Assistant Commissioner, for the attach¬ 
ment ofkoks to be provided by Government. The keys of all sueh locks will be retained by 
the officer in charge of the Salt Store, but the lio(.*naee will be at liberty to affix hia own locks 
also, provided that he shall always, on the requisition of the Assistant Cummissigper or of the. 
officer in charge of the Circlo, or of the Salt Store, immediately remove his locks. 
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22. The ApBistaat dommiinoDer may, at hU discretion, call on the licensee to store any 
gifted or refuse salt manufactured by him which may. be lying nnatored within the limits of the 
Suit Works, or, at the option of the licensee, to destroy the same. If the licensee shall fail 
either to store or to destroy such salt wiihiii ten days of the receipt of the order so to do, the 
Assistant Commissioner may oaure such salt to he destroyed, and may recover the cost of such 
(lestruction fr»m the licensee; and the Assistant Commissioner shall^haye*iabthority to deter* 
mine finally, and without appeal, whether any suit is sifted or refuse for the pnrposes of this 
rule. 

28. Unless in the case of floods, or from other nnavoidable necessity, no salt shall be 
removed from nny,Salt Store exoejit for consumption on payment of duty under a permit. 

24. Persons wishing to remove salt from a Salt Store for consumption on payment of 
duty shall firat pay the charges due ihereou into such Government treasury or sub-treasniy as 
may from time to time be appointed and shall receive in retnrn a receipt. 

Fractions of quarter maunds shall he paid f»r as quarter maunds. 

25. The receifit shnlh^ ho presented with a written requisition to the Salt Revenue Officer 

in charge of the Salt ^tore, who will orant in lieu a permit for the removal ot the salt, and will 
depute a subordinate officer to supervise its weigbment and issne to the holder of the permit. 
If, however, the officer in charge of the Salt Store suspect the genuineness of the receipt or 
other fraud, he may refuse to issue the permit except under security equivalent to the full 
value of the salt covered by such receipt, together with the duty leviable thereon, and shall 
refer the case for tlic orders of his superior. , 

26. No permit will be granted for the removal of less than twenty-four mannds of salt 

at one time, except to complete the clearance ol a oompartroent, or as a sample, for which latter 
purpose ouu muund oi salt may be removed from each compartment on not more than three 
ocoasioiis, • 

27. Salt will only be issued on such days and at such times as the Assistant Commissioner 
may appoi.nt for each Salt Store. All salt shall be removed on the day on which it is weighed 
• lUt, and sltiili, for this purpose, be placed in bags, to be provided by the holder of the permit 
to the sati»foctioii of the officer in charge of the Salt Store, into each of which the same weight 
of salt shall be placed. Wlien the weigiiment and bagging of the salt is completed, the bags 
will be letained, until check-weighed by an Inspector or Assistant Inspector, who will counter¬ 
sign the perniit, and allow ilie removal of the salt. 

28. If on clieck-weigbment of any oousiunment of salt by an Inspector or Assistant 
Inspector as aforesaid it is tSund to exceed the quantity entered in the permit, the following 
practice shall be observed by the Inspector or Assistant Inspector 

fa) If the excels is not more than one per cent., he shall allow the consignment to pass 
unquestioned. 

(6) If the exoisa exceeds one per cent., he shall-— 

(1) if the officer in charge of the Circle, and if satisfied on enquiry that an offence 

punisbaphlc under section 9 of the Act has been committed, either detain the 
whole consignment and make complaint to a Magistrate and institute proceed¬ 
ings with a view to the confiscation of such salt, or release the consignment 
on payment oi such penalty under section 13 of the Aot as be may think 
proper, provided that no salt shall be released on payment of a penalty if the 
excess shall .exceed 3 per cent., except under the orders of the Assistant Com- 
missioner; or 

(2) if suhordiuate to the officer in charge of the Circle, detain the whole consign¬ 

ment and report the matter without delay for rho orders of the officer in 

charge o( the Circle, who shall dispose of it in the manner last hereinbefore 

provided. 

£9. All salt shall be weighed, both when stored and also when remo\cd on payment of 
duty, with the scales provided by Government for the purpose, in such manner aa the Assist - 
ant ('ommissioner may from time to time direct, 

50. No storage or reraovuls of salt will be allowed on Sundays or authorized holidays, or 
on days on which, in the opinion of the officer in charge of the Store, the state of the weather 
is suih as to render sloiage or lomovals unadvisuble. 

51. Lic'Cnsies shall furnish the labour for conveying the machines and weights to be used 

in the storage and removal of suit fn m the place where they may be to tbe place where they 
may be required to be used for storage and reiouvuls. The licensee for the storage or removal 

of wh.ose salt any machines or weiebis are last used on any day shall .supply the labopr. for 

replacing the same in the place where they are usually kept, and for cleauiug the same to' the 
satisfaction of tbe officer in cnarge. 

32. Licensies shall be responsible for all damage, other tbau fair wear and tear, done to 
machines nr weights in the storage nr removal of their salr. 

83. Nothing in these rnles shall apply to tbe mshuiacture of salt by or on behalf cf Gov¬ 
ernment. 

34. The Assistant Commissioner may prescribe all forms necessary for the administration 
of the Aot. 


Protected Area, and the Poteeeeion, Tranepoft,ond Sale of Salt ikerein. 

35. The area defined for the purpose of section 6, clause (e)> round the 8alt Worka of 
Orissa shall extend to a distance of two miles from the boundary of eaoh pan fa Salt Work on 
all sides. Such areas are termed " protected areas." 





S0. No person shall posseea or transport OBoxe than one seer of salt within a . protected 
ares, nnless it be— 

(i) projected by a raw&oah; 

(li) within the boundaries of a salt work; 

(iii) in transit from a ealt work to a salt store; 

(iv) in the possession oi an ofBser of Government; 

(v) in the possession of a person licensed under Rule 44. 

37. Rawfinahs for the transport of salt within protected areas will be issued by the officer 
in oharare of the S dt Store from which the salt is removed, or by such officers us the Assistant 
Cotnmiasioner may appoint for the purpose. 

38. Bawdnahs shall be current and valid for anch periods as the ofGcer isauing them 
may fix as reasonable and sufficient to allow of the salt reaching its destination or passing 
beyond the limits of the protected area or areas o«Doerned, as the cnee may be. The date on 
which the currency of a rawdnah terminates shall be specified therein. 

39. An officer issuing a rawdnah may specify therein the route by which the salt shall 
be removed, and such rawdnah shall not be valid except along the route so specified. He may 
also specify the hour at which the currency of a rawdnah shall terminate. 

40. Every rawdnah shall be returned to the Inspector of the Circle in which it was 
issued, either by hand or by means of a registered letter within seven days of the termination 
cf the period for which it was current. 

41. Rawdnabs shall always accompany the salt to whi*i they refer, and shall be 
produced on demand for the inspection of any officer of the Salt or Police Department. Such 
officer shall be at liberty to endorse anch remarks thereon as he may think fit. 

42. Any officer of the Salt or Police Department may detain any consignment of salt 
covered by a rawdnah within a protected area for the purpose of weighing the same. Such 
weighment shall be made by such officer as the Inspector of the Circle may generally or 
specially appoint for the purpose. 

43. If on weigbment of salt so detained it is found to exceed the quantity entered in the 
rawdnah, the weighing officer shall proceed as prescribed in Rule 28. 

44. The Assistant Commissioner may issue licenses for the possession and retail sale nl‘ 
salt within any protected area, subject to sneb conditions as he may from time to time pre¬ 
scribe. Such license shall only cover the possession and sale of salt within the licensee's shop, 
the position of which shall be clearly defined therein. 

45. Every person retailing salt under such a license shall keep a register of sales written 
up daily, and such other acconnts as the Assistant Commissioner may presnribe, and shall 
permit any officer of the Salt Department, of not lower grade than a Bab>InspectQr, to examine 
such accounts on demand, and to weigh the salt in store on bis premises. 

46. On the arrival of a consignment of salt at the shop of any licensed vendor, he shall 

within twenty-four hours notify its receipt in writing to the Inspector of the Circle, speoifyintr 
in snob notice the number and date of the rawdnah, the quantity and description of the salt 
covered thereby, and the store from which it was obtained. • 

47. Every person licensed to sell salt within a protected area under Buie 44 shall, on 
the first day of each month, submit to the Inspector of the Circle within which his shop is 
situated a statement signed by .him specifying the quantity of salt received and sold by him 
in the previous month. Such statement shall be in such form and shall contain such partieu- 
lara as the Assistant Coramisi^ioner may from time to time prescribe. 

4S. Clause V of Buie 4 shall apply to Heenses for the retail sale of salt within protected 
areas. 

Disposal qf persons arrested. 

49. Salt Revenue Officers who may make arrests shall, unlesa empowered under the 
ante-penultimate paragraph of section 20, at once send the persons arrested, with any indepen¬ 
dent witnesses whose attendance they may be able to seoure, to the nearest police station, at 
the same time making a fall report of the circumstanoes snder which the arrest was made 
through the Inspector of the Circle, to the Assistant Oommissioner. 

Seizure, disposal, or destruction of things liable to be seized or destroyed under the Act. 

50. All property seized by Salt Revenne Officers as liable to confiscation under the Act 

shall be sent for safe custody to the officer iu charge of the Circle, or to the nearest Salt Store 
or police station, as most convenient. . . , 

51. When property is sent to a poL'oe station, it shall be accompanied by a written 

request to receive and retain it, ^ 

52. When illicitly manafactured salt Is thus handed over to the police, the senior police 
officer present at the station shall, in the presence of the witneaaea jko the aeizure and of the 
accused person, if present, after weighing and recording the weight of each, taka from'each 
distinct kind or quality of salt seized (it there be more than one such kind or qaality) thm 
samples of not less than 5 tolahs each, which he shall seal with the official sear of the poKoe 
station, and, after numbering them, deliver two of them to the officer Who made the 
seizure* refording at the same time, on the printed form of request to r^ive the property 
which will be presented to him, a note specifying the total weight of each kind seized, accord¬ 
ing to the weighments made before him, and the corresponding numhers of the samjdes. The 
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remainder of the salt and the third sample shall be sealed up with t he seals of the offioer who 
made the seisnre and of the police station, and shall remain in a seonre place in snoh station 
till such time as a written order shall be sent by the officer in char<;e of the Circle, either for 
the destruction of the articles seit-d, which slinll be carried into effect by the officer presentioe 
such request in the presence of some officer of the police station, and the same certified on the 
reverse of the order, or for the delivery of the same, or part thereof, as the oase'lhay be to 
the bearer of the order for production in Court. • ’ 

63. When salt is delivered at a Salt Store for safe custody, the offic-r in charge thereof 

shall adopt the same course with respect thereto as is in Rule 62 prescribed for adoption bv the 
police. •' 

64. When a seizure is made by an officer in charge of a circle in person, or when salt is 

delivered to any such officer under Rule 50, he may either follow the foregoing procedure, 
deputing one of bis eubordinatee present at the seizure to take the salt to the police station 
and receive the samples, or he may himself on the spot take nut and seal up the saoiples and 
the rest of the seized salt witW^tie own seal. He may then either take the salt seized with 
him to deposit where he considers it will be safest, or send it for deposit to the nearest or 
most accessible Salt Store or police elation, to be kept, ns in the previous case, until farther 
orders. If, however, an officer in charge of a Circle himself seals the salt, he n.ust in the 
event of the identity of the salt produced in Court being denied by the accused, be prepared 
to attend and prove the sanne in person. ^ ^ 

66, When any proper^ other than illicitly manufastured salt is sent for safe custody to 
an officer in charge of a Circle, or to a Salt Store, or to a police station, euoh officer or the 
officer in charge of the Salt Store or police station, as the case miiy be, shall make such 
arrangements as he shall think fit, and us shall be suitable, according to the nature of the case 
for the safe custody of surb property, pending the orders of a Magistrate, or of the offioer in 
charge of the Circle, or of the Assistant Commissioner, or of the Commissioner of the Division 
as the case may be. ’ 

66. When anything is seized and detained under the Act or the rules made under the Aot 
it shall not be released until all duty, penalttes, and charges due on account thereof have been 
paid by the owner to the officer who is in possession of such thing. 

If the thing is reported for confiscation, it shall not be leleaBed unless orders for the re» 
lease are received from competent authority. 

67. If the property so seized and detained shall be an animal, the owner shall provide for 
its due care and keep, in default of which the animal may be sold to defray charges, 

68. If orders are received from competent authority for the release ol anything seized and 

detained, arid no duty or penalty is payable in respect of such thing, it shall at once be given 
up to the owner nr his agent on his paying all charges incurred. ” 

«9. Should no one be present to receive the thing released, the officer in charge thereof 
shall do his best to give notice to the owner of the order of tiie release, and shall cause a similar 
notice to be affixed on the office premises, at the Assistant ComiuissiuneVs office, and at the 
police station nearest to tiiejowneiV residence. 

If within two calendar*' months from the date of the notice no person, entitled to receive 
the thing, claim it and pay nil charges incurred, it shall be sold and the proceeds placed in 
deposit. After a further period of three calendar months, the money shall be credited to the 
Government. 

60. If any duty is leviable or penalty is imposed by competent authority in respect of the 

thing seized, unless such dutyor penalty, together with all charges incurred, be paid within 
seven days of the receipt of the orders of competent authority for release subject to such pay 
ment, the thing shall be sold, and from the proceeds the duty, penally anii charges shall L 
deducted, and the balance made over to the owner or bis a<>eiit. ° 

Should no one be present to receive the money, notice" as under Rule 59, shall be civen 
the money being kept m deposit for three calendar months. ’ 

If not claimed within the period, it shaUbe credited to the Government. 

61. When orders are received from competent authority for the confiseotion of enythino- 
seized and detained, it shall, with all omvenient despatch, be sold or destroyed as the Assistant 
CummisBioner of Salt Revenue may direct, 

62. When a Magistrate orders the confiscation of works, materials or implements under 
section 9 of the Aot, they shall be sold or destroyed by dismantling or otherwise under the 
orders of the Assistant Commissioner of Salt Revenue. 

Qtncral.

4. All matriculated students of the College shall pay Rs. 15 on entrance, Rs. SO for 
the summer session on the 28rd June, and Rs. 30 for the winter session on Isi November of 


each year. 

Mahomedan students are required to pay Rs. 15 on entrance and one-third fee, i.e., 
Bs. 10 per session. The remaining two-third fees are charged to the Moshin Fund. 

B. Any matriculated student of the College may, with the permission of the Principal 
and the Professor of the subject, attend courses of lectures or departments of hospital practice 
in addition to the full curriculum for the year, and shall be entitled to certificati-s of atten¬ 
dance at such extra leoturts, if the Professor is satisfied that he or she has really studied the 
subiect.

—In accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of section 37 , sub-section (i), of 
the Births, Deaths, and Marriages Regis¬ 
tration Act, No. VI of 1886 , the Governor- 
General in Council is pleased to publish, 
for general information, the following draft 
rules which His Excellency in Council 
proposes to make under sections 26 , 28 , 
and 36 of the Act. 

The draft will be taken into consider¬ 
ation on the expiration of two months 
from the date of this Notification 

In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sections 26 , 28 and 36 of the Births, 
Deaths and Marriages Registration Act, 
1 S 86 the Governot-General in Council is 
pleased to make the following rules 

1. In these rules, unless there is some¬ 
thing repugnant in the subject or con¬ 
text,— 

(/) “ the Act ” means the Births, 
' Deaths and Marriages Registra¬ 
tion Act, 1886 : 

(^) “schedule” means a schedule to 
these rules: , 

{o\ “ Registrar-General ” and “ Re^s- 
trar” mean, respectively, a Re- 
firistrar-General of Births, Deaths 


and Marriages and a Registrar 
of Births and Deaths appointed 
under the Act: and 

{ 4 ) “ sign ”, used with reference to a 
person who is unable to write his 
name, includes mark. 

2 . Notices of births and deaths shall be 
in the forms set forth in Schedule A and 
Schedule B, respectively. 

3 . Every such notice shall be signed by 
the person giving it, and shall specify the 
capacity in which the person claims to be 
authorized to give it. 

4 . Every such notice shall ordinarily be 
presented to the Registrar for the local 
area in which the birth or death Occurred 
within three months of the date of the 
birth or death to which it refers, as the 
case may be : 

Provided that the Registrar may, of hw 
own authority, for any reason which he con¬ 
siders sufficient, accept notice of a birth 
or death at any time within six months 
from the date of its occurrence, and with, 
the special sanction in writing of the Regis¬ 
trar-General, after that time. 

5 . An appeal against an order of a 
Registrar refusing to register a birth or 
death on any other ground than that refer¬ 
red to in proviso {a) to section 19 of the 
Act shall lie to the Registrar-General, 
who may, in his discretion, either.confirm 
the order of the Registrar or direct him to 
register the birth or death. 

6 . Register^of births and deaths shall be 
keot in the forms set forth in Schedule C 
and Schedule D, respectively. 
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7 . When a birth or death has occurred 
during a journey, 

or when the person giving notice of a 
birth or death was compelled by duty, or 
urgent necessity, or unavoidable accident, 
to leave the local area in which such birth 
or death occurred, so soon after its oc¬ 
currence that he was unable to give the 

i }rescribed notice to the Registrar for that 
ocal area, 

any Registrar may receive,.^notice of 
such birth or, death, and register’the same 
as if it were a birth or death which had 
occurred within the local area for which 
he has been appointed. 

8 . The provisions of rule 4 , as to the 
time within which notice of a birth or death 
must be given, shall apply to every notice 
of a birth or death given under the circum¬ 
stances described in the last foregoing rule. 

9 . In every case of a birth or death ad¬ 
mitted to registration under rule 7 , the 
Registrar to whom the notice of the birth 
or death is given shall record in his 
register the reason why the notice was 
not given to the Registrar of the local area 
within which the birth or death occurred, 
and shall, within one week from the 
date of the registration of the birth or 
death, -forward to the Registrar-General, 
and to the Registrar of the local area 
within which the birth or death occurred, 
a copy of the entry in the register relating 
to the birth or death. 

Every Registrar shall paste into a book 
kept by him for the purpose all copies of 
entries received by him under this rule, 
and the book containing the copies shall 
be, at all reasonable times, open to inspec¬ 
tion by any person desiring to inspect it. 

. 10 . The Registrar for any local area 
including a port may register any birth or 
death which has occurred on the high 
seas on board any ship arriving at such 
port : 

Provided that notice of the birth or 
death is given to such Registrar within sixty 
days after the arrival of the ship. 

In the notice of such birth or death, and 
in the entry thereof in the register, there 
shall be specified, in lieu of the name 
of the place at which, the name of the ship 
on which, the event occurred, and the name 
of the Commander of the ship and the 
approximate latitude and longitude of the 
ship’s position at the time of the birth or 
death. 

If. Every certificate of registration of 
a birth or death given by a Registrar under 


12 . At the foot of eveiy copy of an 
entry given under section 9 or section 35 
of the Act there shall be written a certifi¬ 
cate, dated and subscribed-by the Regis¬ 
trar-General or officer authorized under 
section 9 , or by the Registrar, as the case 
may be, that the copy is a true copy of 
the entry. 

13 . Every Registrar shall keep, in the 
form set forth in Schedule F, a register of 
all certificates of registration and copies of 
entries given by him. 

Every Registrar-General shall keep a 
register in a similar form of all copies given 
by him of .entries in the certified copies of 
the registers sent to his office. 

14 . The copies of entries of births and 
deaths which Registrars are required by 
section 24 of the Act to send to the R^ 
gistrar-General, shall be certified in the’ 
form set forth in Schedule G, and shall be 
sent at intervals of three months, on or as 
nearly as possible after the ist January, 
April, July and October in each year. 

Should no entries be made in a register 
during the preceding three months, a cer¬ 
tificate to this effect shall be sent to the 
Registrar-General. 

15 . The indexes which are required by 
section 7 of the Act to be made of the 
certified copies of registers of births, 
deaths and marriages sent to the office of 
the Registrar-General shall be in the forms 
set forth in Schedule H, Schedule I and 
Schedule J, respectively. 

Every entry in an index shall be made 
alphabetically with reference to the initial 
letter of the name of the person indicated 
by the entry. 

_ In the index of certified copies of en¬ 
tries of marriages, the names of both the 
husband and the wife must be indexed. 

In the case of a person of European 
descent the initial letter will be the first 
letter of the surname, and in the case of 
any other person, the first letter of his 
name, and not that of his rank, title or 
class. 

16 . A Registrar may, of his own motjpn, 
correct, in manner prescribed in section 28 
of the Act, any error in form made in an 
entry of a birth or> death in a register of 
births or register of deaths kept by him 
under the Act. 

In every case in which an entry is cor¬ 
rected under this rule, intimation thereof 
shall (if practicable) be communicated, 
within one week from the date of the cor¬ 
rection being made, to the person who gave 
the notice of the birth or death. 

WhAi an mrar in .snhsta^nce in anv 
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births or register of deaths is asserted to 
have been made, the Registrar may correct 
the error, in manner prescribed in section 28 
of the Act, on application made in writing, 
and signed in the presence of two witnesses 
attesting the signature, by any person au¬ 
thorised under section 20 or 21, as the 
case may be, to give notice of the birth 
or death to which the entry relates : 

Provided that the Registrar is satisfied 
that the application is well-founded. . 

An appeal against an order of a Regis¬ 
trar tinder this rule refusing to correct an 
asserted error in an entry in a register 
shall lie to the Registrar-General, who may, 
in his discretion, either confirm the order 
of the Registrar or direct him to correct 
the error. 

18. Without the special sanction in writ¬ 
ing of the Registrar-General, an applica¬ 
tion for the correction of an entry in a 
register of births or register of deaths 
shall not be entertained after the expira¬ 
tion of one year from the date on which 
the notice of the birth or death was given. 

19. The sums specified in Schedule K 
shall be the fees payable under the sec¬ 
tions of the Act there referred to : 

Provided that soldiers and non-commis¬ 
sioned officers of Her Majesty’s Regular 
Forces and all seamen shall be exempted 
from the payment of any fees. 

20. Every Registrar-General and Re¬ 
gistrar shall keep a register, in the form 
set forth in Schedule L, of all fees realised 
under these rules, and shall forward the 
fees at the end of each month to the 
nearest treasury to be credited to Govern¬ 
ment. The treasury officer shall give the 
Registrar a certificate of the amount so 
credited, and the Registrar shall send a 
copy of the certificate to the Registrar- 
General.

RULES UNDER SEOnON 22, ACT I (B.C.) OP 1885 FOR THE DISTRICT 

OP JULPIGOREE. 

Rule \.—^All private ferries shall be registered in the office of the Magistrate of the 
district in which they are situated, and particulars under the following heads shall be entered 
in the application for registration :— 

(<t). Name of the ferry and names of the villages andthannah in which, and the river 
across which, it is situated. 

(5). The number and description of the boats to be maintained, and the strength of the 
crew to be employed on each. 

(e.) The maximum number of passengers, animals, vehU-lee, and bulk or weight of 
goods to be carried by each boat. 

[d). Tbe periods or season during which the ferry is to be plied every year. 

Rule 2.—Before a private ferry is registered, the Magistrate shall satisfy himself that the 
statements contained in the application are correct. 

Buie 3.—If the proprietor of any private ferry bhall not apply, as required by Rule 1, for 
its registration within three months from the pablioation of these rules, the Maoi-trate of tbe 
district moy serve upon bim a written notice requiring him to furnish the particulars stated in 
Rule 1, within a stated period of not less than one month ; and any proprietor on whom such a 
notice has been served in respect of any ferry shall not maintain the same, or allow it to be 
maintaiut'd, after tbe expiry of the period &xed in such notice, unless the particulars required 
by Rule 1 shtdl have been furnished to the Magistrate as ordered. 

Rule 4.--The proprietor of every private ferry shull be bound lo adhere to the terms of 
his application, or of any statement furnished by him under Rule 3, and shall not reduce the 
number of boats or crews to be maintained by him, or allow any of his boats to carry an excess 
nnmher of passengers, animals, vehicles, or weight or bulk of goods. 

5 , _q'he proprietor shall mark on each boat the number of passengere, animals and 

vehicles and tbe bulk and weight of other things it is authorized to curry at a single trip. 

6. _The ferry shall ordinsrily ply between sunrise and sunset,^ but the proprietor 

may ply tbe boats after sunset, prodded each boat carries a light, which most be exhibited 

in a conspicuoue part of the boat. , . . , , 

jn/f 7 ._Xbe ferry shall not ply when tbe onrrent, wind, or state of the weather is anoh as 

to render crossing unsafe, or to endanger the lives of the passengers.

Buie 8.—The Mcjirutrate may direct that any boat used in any private ferry may be 
examined by each officer aa he may depnte, and may prohibit the nee of snob boat if be is 
aatiafied that it is of auoh a kind, or in snob a condition, that its nsc is dangerous to life or 
property. 

Hule 9.—The owner of every private ferry shall report without delaythe poHce-etation 
within whose jurisdiction the ferry is situated, the ooeurrence of any accident at the ferry 
resulting in serious injury or in lose of life. 

Bitle 10 .—The Magistrate may require the owner of any private ferry to state the name 
of any person to whom such ferry may be leased, or who may be placed in charge of such 
ferry. 

" Buie 11.—The person in charge of a private ferry, and all persons employed in working 
a private fer^-boat, shall be responsible that such boat shall not be overladen; and every 
person having bepn directed not to enter a folly laden boat, or not to load animals and. goods in 
it, shall be bound to obey such direction.

BULBS UNDER SECTION 15, ACT I (B.O.) OP 1886, FOR THE DISTRICT 

OP JULPIGOREE. 

Buie 1.—In these rules the term “ Magistrate ” includes— 

(a) the Deputy Commissioner of Julpigoree or any Magistrate subordinate to him 
and appointed by him in that behalf. 

(£) the District Board of Julpigoree, in respect of any public ferry, the manaze- 
ment of which has been vested in it under seotipn 35 of Act I (B.C.) of 
1885 ; and any Local Board in the district of Julpigoree when legally 
vested with powers in respect of any public ferry by the district Board of 
Julpigoree.- 

Buie 2.—Every public ferry in the district of Julpigoree shall either be held khas by 
the Magistrate, or be leased by publio auntiou. 

Bufes for the management of public ferries held khas. 

Buie 3.—^For every public ferry which is held klias, th^ Magistrate shall from time to 
time— . ( 

(a) provide such boats, landing-stages, rest-houses, and other appliances as he shall 
think proper ; 

(£) appoint a suitable person to superintend the plying of the ferry, provide and 
pay boatmen, receive the authorised tolls, and remit the same to the 
treasury; 

(c) fix, with the approval of the Commissioner, the tolls to be levied from persons 
using thfe ferry; 

{d) cause a schedule oi such tolls, legibly wiritten in the vernacular, to be fixed up 
on both landing-stages ; 

(e) determine the maximum number of passengers, animals, carta, vehicles, and 
goude which each ferry-boat shall carry, and cause a notice to this effect 
to be affixed to each boat; 

(/) determine the hours within which the boats shall pjy, aud tljo mininpnpi 
number of journeys to be made ey^ry. day; 

(g) provide for the prompt conveyance of the nqa|lB at all times across the ferry. 

Buie 4.—^Auy person may compound for tolls, payable for the use of the ferry; and if 
the ferry should be closed before the expiry of the period; for tyhioh such person has. com¬ 
pounded fpy tolls payable for its use, he shall entitled to a refnnd, the amount of which 
shall hear the same proportion to the whole sum paid by him, as;^ the period remaining beaiWi- 
to the whole period for which he compounded. Such refunds shall be made under the orders 
of the Magistrate. 

Buies for leasing out ferrite. 

Buie 5.—When it has been determined to lease the tolls of any public ferry by anctiou 
under section 9 of Act I (B.C.) of 1885, the Magiatrate shallj at lease 15 days before, the 
anotion is held, cause an advertisement of such auction to be'published, both in English and 
in the vernacular, in such place and in such manner as to him shall seem expedient. 

Buie 6.—The advertisement shall specify— 

(o) the time and place of tiie sale ; 

(b) the period for which the ferry is to be levedi su'd the dates, between whjpli\.the 
lessee shall be boun'd to ply the ferry ieV^iy year; 
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{«) tfaa nunber and dMcriptipn ef Aie boat* to be maintained, the atrengfh ef the 
crew to be emplojred on each, and the maximum number of paaaenceim, 
animaU, rchiclea, and the balk or weight of goods, each ia avthorijied to 
carry; 

(d) the liability or otherwise of the lessee to provide the boats and to keep them in 

repair; 

(e) the liability or otherwise of the lessee to provide and keep iu order the landing* 

stages and the rest-houses or travellers’ sheds, if any, at either or both 
termini of the crossing; 

(f) ^he minimum number of cross:ngs to bo m^d^ daily at any particular season of 

the year; 

(ff) the rate of tolls to be levied ; 

(A) the persons and things to he ferried over free of toll as provided iu Rule 14; 

(t) the iustalmenta in which the rent fur the ferry is to be paid ; and 

(y) such other particulars as the Magistrate shall consider necessary. 

Huifi 7 .—A copy of th.e advertisement, and of the Rules and the Form of Agreement 
reqttired to be executed under aectipu 9 of the Apt, shall be posted up in a conspicuous place 
in the Magistrate's ofhee, a,n4 shall he duly notified on the day of the aud ion. 

8-—rOn the day of the auction, the lessee tq whom the ferry has been knocked 
down shall deposit one-ffoarth of the aipount of bid as security for the due fulfilment by him 
of the conditions of his lease. This deposit may, however, at the discretion of the Magistrate, 
he dispensed with in the case of small ferries in which boats or canoes are not provided hy 
Government. 

Rule 9.—In cases in which the ferry is leased for only a year, or part of a year, the 
lessee shall be held liable fur the rent for the entire period the moment the ferry has been 
knocked down to him. In cases in which the ferry is leased for a number of years, the 
liability for each year’s rent shall accrue from the first day of the year. 

Rule lU.—The contract which the lessee will be required to execute under section 9 of 
the Act shall be in the form appended to these rules. 

ifst/e 11.—As soon as possible after the contract has been executed by the lessee, the 
Magistrate shall furnish him, free of charge, with a copy of these rules, a list of the authorised 
tolls duly signed under section 19 of the Act, and two notice-boards having written on them 
legibly in the vernacular and in English the schedule of tolls applical)le to the ferry, the 
number of boats which the lessee is bound to keep plying, the number of men by whom each 
boat is to be manned, and the maximum number of passengers, &c., each boat is allowed t> 
carry. The notice boards shall be fixed hy the lessee iu a conspicuous place at both ends of 
the ferry, and shall be kept by him in a proper condition. On the expiry of his lease they 
shall be returned by him to the Magistrate. 

Rules for the managemejU. of ferries leased public auction, and for regulating tkeir tra^c. 

Rufe 12.—The lessee shall be bound to ferry over diligently, carefully, and with the 
least possible delay, all passengers, 'vehicltjs, animals aud goods which may come to the ferry 
gb4t to be ferried over. 

Rule 13.—The rate of tolls to be levied shall be those fixed by the Magistrate, with 
the approval of the Commissioner, under section 18 of the Act. 

Rule\ 14.—The lessee shall not charge or demand tolls for ferrying over—• 

(rt) Mails, mail carts, dik-runners and Government telegraph messengers on duty. 

(6) Commissariat stores, animals and vehicles, when accompanied hy a cballan from 
the commissariat officer. . 

(c) Military officcra, soldiers, apd their followers / when travelling on duty with 

(d) Police and other public offieprs and process- < their bond fide baggage, horses, 

serving peons ( palkies or other conveyances. 

{fi), Executive officers of the District Road Department when travelling ou duty. 

(/) Coolies engaged in repairing roads, with their tools and instruments. 

(y) Persons carrying dead bodies or property sent in by the police. 

Rule 16.—The lessee shall not charge or denpand tolls from persons who wade or swim 
across, or take cattle or other animals or property across at their own cost and risk, or from 
persons who cross themselves or take other persons across without charge, in their own 
boats. 

Rule 16.—The feny shall ordinarily ply between sunrise and sunset; but the lessee may 
employ the boats in ferrying passengers across at any time after sunset, provided each boat 
so employed carries a light, which must be displayed in a conspicuous part of the boat. 

Rule 17. —The Magistrate may, if necessary, fix the times for the crossing of the mail 
and dftk-mnners, and may, as occasion arises, vary snch times. He shall in all such cases 
give notice in writing to the lessee of the times at which the mails are to be ferried over, 
and it shall thereupon become the duty oi the lessee to see that arrangements are specially 
made for the crossing of the mails immediately on their arrival at the ferrj gh&t, and that 
no delay is allowed to ooenr in their transit. 
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Rule 18.~-The leasee shall provide sad keep ia proper order, to the satisfaction of the 
Magistrate, the landioK'S^ges on both sides of the ferry, and shall more them when 
necessary according to the rise and fall of the water. He shall also provide proper rest-honses 
or travellers’ sheds on the banks of the ferry as required by the Magistrat«, and shall make 
all proper arrangements and provide all suitable accommodation on the ferry boats for 
passengers and goods traffic. « 

Rul$ 19.—The lessee shall mark on each boat the number of passengers, animals and 
vehicles, and the bulk and weight of other things it is authorised to carry at a single trip. 

Rule :^0.—When any ferry which has been leased fur a given period is discontinued 
under the orders of the Magistrate before the expiry of thac period, the leasee shall be 
allowed a deduction in the rent payable for the unexpired portion of the term of the lease. 
If it be shown to the satisfaetion of the Magistrate that the lessee has suffered any loss, 
consequent on the discontinuance of the ferry, the Magistrate may allow him such compen¬ 
sation as he thinks is deserved. 

Rule 21.—In the event of the ferry being discontinued before the expiry of the lease, 
either by order of the Magistrate or otherwise, all persons who have compounded for the 
tolls fur its use shall be entitled to receive a refnnd calculated as in Buie 4, and unless the 
claims of all such persous have been satisfied by the lessee, the Magistrate shall have 
authority to satisfy the claims out of the deposit made by the lessee under Rule 8. 

Rule 22.—The lessee shall, when required b^the Magistrate to do so, but not otherwise, 
furnish all information in his power regarding suspicious persons or classes of persona 
who may have been, or may come to be, ferried over. 

Rule 23.—The lessee shall be bouud to furnish such returns of traffic as may from 
time to time be called for by the Magistrate, and for this purpose he shall keep up a register 
of traffic in the form to be prescribed by the Magistrate. 

Rule 24.—If the lessee desires to establish communication across the ferry by means 
of a bridge of any kind, he shall first obtain the sanction in writing of the Magistrate, 
and shall, on obtaining such sanction, carry out any orders which the Magistrate may make 
regarding the opening of such bridge for the through passage of vessels and rafts. Such 
bridge shall on no account obstruct the free passage of the stream. 

Rule 25.—The Magistrate may at any time require the lessee to repair or replace any 
boat which he considers to be in a dangerous state of disrepair, and the lessee shall there¬ 
upon be bound to repair or replace it as directed. 

,Rule 26 .—Police officers will report at once any instance of mismanagement of a public 
ferry, the insecurity of the boats, landing-stages, slopes or approaches, and any other defect 
in the working of the ferry which may come to their notice. 

Rule 27 ,—The ferry-boats belonging to any public ferry shall not be plied when the 
current, wind or state of the weather is such as to render the crossing unsafe and endanger 
the lives of the passengers. 

Rule 28.—A register in the following form, showing the demand atid collection on 
account of rents payable for tolls of public ferries, shall be kept up by the Magistrate.

Rule 8.—If the proprietor of any private ferry shall not apply, as required by Rule 1 
for its registration within three months from the publication of these rules, the Magistrate 
of the district may serve upon him a written notice requiiing him to furnish the particulars 
stated in Rule 1, within a stated period of not less than one month ; and any proprietor on 
whom’such a notice has been served in n speet of any ferry shall not maintain the same, 
or allow it to bo mHintaineci, after the expiry of the period fixed in such notice, unless the 
particulars required by Rule 1 shall have been furnished to the Magistrate as ordered.

Rule 8 —The Magistrate may direct that any boat used in any private ferry may be 
examined by such officer as he may depute, and may prohibit the use of such boat if he 
is satisfied that it is of such a kind, or in such a coudition, that its use is dangerous to life 
or property. 

Rule 9.—The owner of every private ferry shall report without delay, at the police, 
station within whose jurisdiction the ferry is situated, the occurrence of any accident at the 
ferry r. suiting in serious injury or in loss of life. 

Rf/le 10.—The person in charge of a private ferry, and all persons employed in working 
a private ferry-boat, shall be responsible that such boat shall not be overladen ; and every

Ah Act to amend the Law relating to the Re¬ 
gulation of Police. 

Whereas it is expedient to relax those pro¬ 
visions of Acts for the regulation of police which 
restrict the employment of police-officers to the 
presidency, province or place of the police-estab- 
lisjiment of which they are members ; It is here¬ 
by enacted as follows

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


The main object of this Bill is to prohibit the manufacture and issue, and restrict the 
circulation, of stamped or unstamped pieces of copper such as, during the recent depression 
in the value of that metal, private traders at Jugadri, Gaya, Ludhiana, Beawar and 
other places have been making and issuing in large quantities for use as money. The 
pieces circulate at much above their intrinsic value, and their circulation both deprives the 
taxpayers of this country of that profit on coinage of copper which belongs to every 
Government, and perpetuates the currency of an inconvenient form of coin. 

The other object of the Bill is to suppress the manufacture in British India of coins, 
resembling or apparently intended to resemble or pass for coins which are legal tender or. 
• in actual use and circulation in any foreign country.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


The Governor General in Council having, with the sanction of the Secretary of State 
for India, decided on the formation of a Reserve Force for the Indian Army, the present 
Bill has been prepared to enable provision to be made for the government, discipline and 
regulation of that Force. 

The Force is to consist of an Active Reserve and a Garrison Reserve, members of the 
former Reserve being liable to serve anywhere and of the latter in British India only. 
The Governor Generm in Council is to make rules and orders for all matters relating to 
the Force, and, subject to tnj^e rules and orders and, in the case of the Garrison Reserve, 
to the liability of the members thereof to serve in British India only, all persons belong¬ 
ing to the Force are to be liable to military law as if they were persons belonging to Her 
Majesty’s Indian Forces. Provision is also made for the punishment, by Court-martial 
or by a Magistrate, of reservists who fail, without reasonable excuse, to attend at any place 
at which they may be ordered to attend, or who fail to comply with any rule or order under 
the Act, or who fraudulently obtain any pay or. other sum contrary to any such rule pr 
order.

A letter from the Director of Public Instruction, Nu, 8129, dated 29th December 1887, 
n porting the estaliiistimcnt at Bankipore of the Behar Sanskrit Sanjivan. 

The Lieutenant-Govornor is gratified, to learn that an Association has 
been established at Bankipore, under the name of the Behar Sanskrit 
Sanjivan, with the object of encouraging the study of Sanskrit in Behar. The 
Association proposes to raise the tols of Behar, or a large proportion of them, to 
the standard of the annual Sanskrit Title Examination lor students through* 
out Bengal, by instituting subordinate examinations and awarding piizes and 
scholarships, and the concomitant expenses have been estimated at Bs. 1,700 a 
year, of which Rs. 1,200 is expected to be raised by local subscriptions, while 
a Government grant to meet the balance is now asked for. The Lieutenant* 
Governor approves the scheme, and, as recommended by the Director of 
Public Instruction, is pleased to sanction an annual grant of Rs. 600 to the 
Behar Sanskrit Sanjivan with effect from the 1st April ni'xt, on condition 
that the sum of Rs. 1,200 is regularly contributed from private sources.

QUARTER^ 1887-88.

I AM directed by the Board of Revenue to submit the following report 

on the state of the salt market for tlie third 
-— quarter of 1887-88, comprising tlio months of 

F. B. PBAoocjt. Esq. October, November, and December 1887. 

2. The quantity of salt of every description cleared during the quarter 
under report amounted to 27,10,003 maunds 8 seers 2 chittaoks against 
24,01,508 maunds 23 seers 4 ohittacks in the previous quarter, and 25,83,058 
maunds 31 seers 10 chittacks in the corresponding quarter of the previous year; 
and the net amount of duty levied thereon was Rs. 50,56,622-2-8 against 
Us. 45,13,822-8 in the previous quarter, and Ks. 47,05,125 in the corresponding 
quart* T of the previous year. 

3. The quantity of excise salt sold in the districts of Cuttack, Pooree 
and Balascre during tiic quarter under review from the stock of the different 
seasons’ manufacture, and the quantities which remained in store at the close 
of the quarter, are shown in Table I:—

(1) . No person shall wash or cleanse, or cause to he waehed or cleansed, near any stand¬ 
pipe or any other work erected to eupply drinking water belonging to the Municipal Com¬ 
missioners any cloth, wool, utensils for cooking or other purposes, or leather or skin of any 
animal, or any foul or ofTeneive things. 

Penalty for infringement eball be a fine not exceediug Rs. 10. 

(2) . No person shall bathe or wash near or on any stand-pipe or other works intended 
to SnppV water, or shall in any way obstruct persons from drawing water for domestic 
purposes from such works. 

Penalty for infringement shall be a fine not exceeding Rs. 10. 

' (8). N^o person shall wash or cleanse, or cause to be washed or cleansed, any vehicle, 
carriage, cart, dog, horse or any other animal, in or upon or by the side of any stand-pipe 
or other works intended for the supply of water. 

Penalty for infringement shall be a fine not exceeding Rs. 10. 

(4) . The Oommissioners at a meeting shall be competent to disallow supply of water 
for washing carriages, and for the use of animals other than those refemd to in section 288 
of Aot III (B.C.) of 1884. 

The Oommissioners will not be bound to give reasons for such proceeding. 

After due notice has been given for the discontinuance of such supply, anybody found 
using water for cleaning carriages, &c., shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Kb. 10. 

(5) . Any person who taps the mains or pipes or interferes with any valve or-fire-tap, 
except in case of fire, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Bs. 20. 

(6) . No person shall interfere with the service pipes of the Commissioners in any Way, 
without the previous written sanction of the Commissioners. 

Penalty for infringement shall be a fine not exceeding Bs. 60. 

(7) . Anybody obstructing any authorized servant ot^ the Commissioners to enter into 
any house or land supplied with water after due notice is given, in order to examine all 
pipes, works, and fittings oonneoted with the supply of water, and to ascertain whether there 
M any waste or misuse of snoh water, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Bs. 20. 
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(9) . No person shall nse pnblio stand-pipes or fountains for parposes other than drawing 
water for drinking on the spot or ‘oarryine away fordonieetic parposes. 

Penalty for infrinfrement shall be a fine not exceeding Bs. 26. ^ 

(10) . No person shall ase any troughs except for the purpose of watering cattle. 

Penalty for infringement shall be a fine not exceeding Bs. 25. 

(11) . Anybody requiring a supply of water for other than domestic purposes shall 
provide, if required to do so, a meter at his own cost, and it shall be of such dimension and 
quality as sbml be approved by the Commissioners. 

(12) . No person shall take or cause to be taken any water supplied by the Commis¬ 
sioners beyond the limits of the water-rate area, fixed by the Commissioners, without the 
special written permission of the Commissioners at a meeting. Persons aher obtaining 
such permission shall be bound to show a pass given by the Commissioners at any time if 
required. 

Penalty for infringement shall be a fine not exceeding Bs. 50. 

(13) . No mehters, dbangers, or scavengers shall wash near or take water from any 
stand-pipe when they are performing any of their duties. 

Penalty for infringement ahall be a fine not exceeding Bs. 10. 

(14) . Any person ’found tampering with any hydrant so as to cause needless waste 
of water, damage to the mechanism of the hydrant, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
Bs. 10. 

(15) . No person suffering from any contagious diesase shall bathe in any bathing-place 
belonging to the Oommissioners. 

Penalty for infringement shall be a fine not exceeding Bs. 10. 

(16) . No person of one sex shall bathe in any bathing-place belonging to and set apart 
by the Commissioners for (he use of persons of the other sex.

SUMMARY OP THE RA.INPALL AN© METEOROLOGICAL OBSEBYATIONB 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 84ist OF 
FEBRUARY 1888. 

The meteorological condition! which ohtuned over Bengal at the dote uf the pieviona 
week were those which mark the transition from the cold weather period to the commence- 
ment of the hot season. These conditions have also held good throughout the present week. 
The winds blowing at the southern stations have been very variable in direction, southerly 
winds prevailing on some days and on others being driven hack by a northerly or north¬ 
westerly current. Westerly winds have prevailed generally at the inland stations, and in 
Behar these winds have decidedly increased in force. The variations in temperature have 
been considerable, there being great difference between the temperatures of the day and 
night, and on the whole there has been a steady rise of temperature during the week, and 
the mean temperatures of the last days were decidedly higher than those at the commence¬ 
ment of the week. The changes of humidity have also been remarkable, and from the 18th to 
the 19th in particular a very rapid decrease in humidity took place, the decrease st Sangor 
Island equalling no less than 63 per cent., while at Calcutta the decrease was 45 per cent. 
On the whole, the humidity for the week has been moderately low. For the greater part 
of the week the movements of the barometer have been small, though pressure has steadily 
risen for about five days, but on the 19th and 24th pressure increased somewhat rapidly. 
Over the greater part of the province therefore the meteorological conditions for the we^' 
call for no remark, beyond that fine clear weather, with increasing temperature, rather low 
humidity, and no rain, has generally prevailed; but, on the other hand, for the first day 
or two in the week conditions were slightly unsettled in East Bengal, and light rain was 
received, particularly in the Chittagong district. 

Pressure.—The mean pressure recorded in the province for the week, taking into 
consideration only those stations from which observations have been received for a series 
of years, and which therefore yield reliable averages, has been slightly above the normal 
at about one-third of the stations and slightly below it at the remainder. For the whole 
province pressure has been in defect by 0‘005 inch. 

Temperature.-—'SYx mean temperature of the whole province for the week has been 
in excess of the normal by one degree, but the excess has been largest in Orissa, Chutia 
Nagpur, and South Behar. The distribution of temperature and its variation from the 
normal are best seen from the figures given in the following table, where the average 
maximum, minimum, and mean temperatures at nine typical stations in different districts of 
the province are compared with the normal values for the period.
